European Patent Document No. EP 0 293 815 discloses 
a process for the preparation of a supported catalyst 
wherein the chemical bond between support and 
metallocene is obtained by reaction of an alkoxy group 
bond to silicon and the hydroxy group of the support. 
The synthesis of this catalyst is difficult and very low 
yields were obtained. Furthermore the catalytic 
activity in 6-olefin polymerization is quite low. 
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A concise, English-language explanation of the relevance of German 
Patent Document No. DE 2 6 08 863 is set forth below: 

German Patent Document No. DE 2 6 08 863 describes 
the use of bis (cyclopentadienyl) titanium dialkyl in 
combination with trialkylaluminium and a controlled 
amount of water.
